Hazel counts out after 38 years 


A BANK employee who started 
work in the era of pounds, shillings 
and pence has stepped down for a 
well-earned rest after almost four 
decades behind the counter. 

On Monday, Hazel Cowan said 
goodbye to her colleagues at 
HSBC bank in High Street, 
Haverhill, where she has worked 
for the past 38 years. 

Mrs Cowan started work at the 
bank after leaving Haverhill 
Secondary Modem, and has 
stayed there ever since. 


She said: “I did not even want to 
go into banking, my maths teacher 
said: ‘I have got you an interview’ 
and just took me down there. 

“I had no qualifications, but the 
bank manager gave me the job 
because he liked me. 

“I have really enjoyed meeting 
people, I love a chat. I have seen 
three generations of some families, 
people who have had children and 
then their children have come in 
too.” 

She added: “Things have changed 


a lot, it was still pounds, shillings 
and pence when I started. You had 
to be able to add up because there 
were no machines or calculators in 
those days. It was all paper work, 
with hand-written cheque books 
and we had to type out 
statements.” 

Mrs Cowan, 55, who lives at West 
Wickham, is taking early retirement 
and hopes to spend more time 
gardening and metal detecting. 

She has been married to Mick 
since 1972. 


in debt 


AN ASSISTANT who left her 
employers in debt after steal¬ 
ing more than £23,000 from the 
shop where she worked has 
been jailed. 

Janie Russell left the owners of 
Haverhill’s Londis store facing 
the need for a bank overdraft and 
having to work extra shifts to pay 
back the missing cash, Ipswich 
Crown Court heard. 

Fraudster Russell, who took just over 
three weeks to steal the money, was jailed 
for 18 months. She was also told that an 
insurance payout she was due to receive 
for a road accident will now be used to 
help compensate her victims. 

Judge John Holt told the 30-year-old 
that after finding a way to fiddle a Pay- 
point machine at the shop, she had 
exploited the situation on a “massive 
scale”. 

Prosecutor Robert Sadd said as part of 
her work Russell had access to the 
Paypoint machine used to charge debit 
cards. Russell used two cards to steal a 
total of £23,050 between June 9 and July 2. 

Mr Sadd said as small business operat¬ 
ors, the couple who owned the store soon 
spotted that something was wrong and 
confronted Russell who admitted what 
she had done, which led to her arrest. 

Russell, of Park Lane, Cambridge, 
pleaded guilty to seven offences of fraud 
and asked for a further 65 similar 
offences to be taken into consideration. 

The theft had placed the owners of the 
shop in considerable difficulties and as a 
result they had incurred the additional 
costs of an overdraft to cover the missing 
money 

Guy Holland, appearing for Russell, 
said she had admitted the offences 
immediately and no-one else had been 
involved. He added: “There was no 
sophistication in what she did”.

Fighting the 
flu with jab 

PEOPLE are being urged to 
take up the offer of a flu jab 
this winter. 

As the Department of 
Health launches its seasonal 
campaign, the Health Prot¬ 
ection Agency (HPA) East of 
England is urging those 
eligible to take advantage of 
the free jab. 

Dr Pat Nair, consultant in 
communicable disease con¬ 
trol with the HPA’s Norfolk, 
Suffolk and Cambridgeshire 
health protection unit, said: 
“Don’t take a risk with your 
health. If you meet the 
criteria for flu vaccination, 
make sure you make an 
appointment with your GP 
to get one. 

“People aged 65 and over 
are particularly at risk, 
whether they are otherwise 
healthy, or if they live in 
residential care homes. 

“Flu vaccination is also 
strongly recommended for 
people of any age with 
chronic illnesses such as 
diabetes and asthma. 

“Influenza is much worse 
than a bad cold. It is ass¬ 
ociated with the deaths of 
around 3,000 to 4,000 people 
each year in the UK. 

“Once the flu virus starts 
circulating in the comm¬ 
unity we will begin to see 
cases, particularly in people 
for whom flu jabs are rec¬ 
ommended, so if you should 
have one make sure you get 
one.”

Russell, now unemployed, 
accepted that compensating the 
shop owners was of paramount 
importance, but at present the 
only assets available to make 
payment amounted to £5,687. She 
had previously paid back £1,000. 

Judge Holt told her: “You were 
fully aware of a method of fidd¬ 
ling the card payment system 


and you exploited that on a 
massive scale. 

“Your offending caused the 
business to go into the red. It has 
managed to survive but only 
because of the hard work of the 
husband and wife who run the 
business. 

“They are not out of the woods 
yet. No only have they lost the 
money you stole but they had to 


pay significant overdraft char¬ 
ges.” 

The court heard that Russell 
had been awarded an £11,500 
personal injury settlement after 
her moped was involved in a 
collision with a lorry in 2006. 

Judge Holt ruled that the 
payment should instead go 
towards compensating the shop 
owners for their loss.

WHERE can 3,000 new homes be 
built in Haverhill over the next 
two decades? That’s the question 
planners have put to local resi¬ 
dents. 

They have been urged to give their 
views in the second stage of consultation 
for St Edmundsbury Borough Council’s 
Local Development Framework, which 
will shape how St Edmundsbury will 
develop over the next 23 years. 

The Government’s Regional Spatial 
Strategy for the East of England has 
earmarked a further 8,000 homes to be 
built in the borough by 2031. 

After putting forward five options in 
the first round of consultation, the 
council has put forward its preferred 
option, which would see a maximum of 
40 per cent of these homes built in Bury 
St Edmunds, at least 40 per cent in 
Haverhill and the remaining 20 per cent 
in the surrounding rural areas. 

A detailed list of sites nominated by 
developers, planners and landowners is 
also up for discussion. 

In Haverhill three possible areas have 
been put forward: the biggest is a site of 
around 68 acres on the north-east edge of 
the town, extending beyond Samuel 
Ward Arts and Technology College and 
Chalkstone Way; the second site, of 
around 60 acres, is on the western edge of 
the town and would include land already 
allocated for a business park at Hanchett 
End; and the third is a 34-acre site on the 
northern edge of Haverhill which would 
extend the area recently developed off 
Withersfield Road. 

Clare, Kedington and Wickhambrook 
are identified as locations where most 
rural development would be centred and 
sites were identified in each as well as in 
other villages. 

Ian Poole, policy development man¬ 
ager for St Edmundsbury, said all pro¬ 
posals were being put forward for 
discussion at this stage and it was 
important that people made their views 
known. He said: “There are very few 
sites in Haverhill for brownfield devel¬ 
opment. 

“Landowners were invited to put 
forward sites and quite a few did in Bury 
St Edmunds, but not in Haverhill. So we 
have referred back to the 1990s Buch¬ 
anan study to put forward sites our¬ 
selves. 

“This is an information gathering 
exercise, it is not the council saying we 
prefer a particular option. 

“Development will be a mix of emp¬ 
loyment, business and housing, not just 
blocks of housing. We are trying to get a 
better balance in Haverhill so that the 
town is more sustainable and there is 
less commuting to Cambridge.”

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Chinese 

charm 

offensive 

POLITICS students had some 
searching questions to ask Chinese 
Ambassador Madam Fu Ying when 
she visited their school. 

MP Richard Spring accompanied 
Madame Fu on a visit to Castle 
Manor Business and Technology 
School in Haverhill where they were 
greeted by headteacher Madeleine 
Vigar and Haverhill Town Mayor Cllr 
LesAger. 

They were shown round the school 
and held a discussion with sixth form 
politics students. 

Madam Yu was asked about the 
effects of the current banking crisis 
on China, the lack of democracy in 
the country, the effect of the Beijing 
Olympics and on being China’s first 
woman ambassador. 

Madam Fu said China had huge 
investments in the US and was also 
very dependant on demand for 
products from the UK and US, with a 
drop in orders leaving many 
companies facing bankruptcy. 

She added: “We are more prudent in 
controlling our banks and if you want 
to buy a house you need at least a 30 
per cent deposit, sometimes even 70 
per cent. We are just starting on

industrialisation, you are 100 years 
ahead of us. The West really needs 
to sort out the problem and set a 
good example.” 

Madam Fu sparked outrage among 
human rights groups when she wrote 
an article in the Daily Telegraph 
criticising the media for “demonising” 
China and claiming she and many 
young Chinese people were “hurt” by 
“inaccuracies” in stories about unrest 
in Tibet and other issues which 
reflected badly on their country. 

She said: “China will move towards 


democracy. There are huge 
corruption problems, but China will 
address these problems in its own 
way, Different systems work in 
different countries. 

“When we are portrayed as a 
suppressed, totalitarian society it is 
very hard to accept. I think the 
Olympics really helped to increase 
understanding between us, it has 
helped humanise western people for 
Chinese citizens and show them that 
we are all the same human beings 
and not everyone is against us.” 



Head injury blamed for 
thief s prolific record 


More vehicle 
crimes linked 

POLICE are linking another spate of 
thefts and repeating warnings to 
motorists, after three more vehicles 
were broken into on the same night in 
Haverhill.

A DRUG addict who 
committed 73 offences 
over the past 10 years 
may have started his 
spree because of a head 
injury which changed 
his character, a court 
has heard. 

Judge John Holt told Liam 
Darby while he had “imm¬ 
ense sympathy” for the injury 
he had suffered at the age of 
14, he had to jail him for three 
years because he had a duty 
to protect the public. 

Darby, 24, admitted a string 
of offences at Haverhill, 
which were uncovered after 
police caught him red-handed 
breaking into a parked car. 

He was spotted by two off¬ 
icers on bicycle patrol in the 
town centre during the early 
hours of April 9, sitting 
inside a Rover Metro car with 
a broken window, clutching a 
screwdriver and a set of keys, 
Ipswich Crown Court heard 
on Monday 

Robert Sadd, prosecuting, 
said a search of Darby’s home 
at Eastern Avenue, Haverhill, 
recovered a set of keys which 
had been stolen in a break-in, 
along with items from burgl¬ 
aries in Culford Drive and 
Gainsborough Road, Haver¬ 
hill, two nights earlier, incl¬ 
uding bank cards and keys. 

Police also found a Renault 
car handbook and a pair of 
sunglasses stolen from a car 
parked in Haverhill and were 
able to link Darby to an 
attempt to steal from a Land 


Rover when the canvas rear 
cover was cut open. 

Mr Sadd said Darby used 
unsecured back doors in his 
two previous night time 
burglaries. At the address in 
Culford Drive police found a 
footprint matching that of 
Darby 

Darby admitted two counts 
of burglary as well as theft, 
attempted theft, handling 
stolen goods and going 
equipped for theft. 

Jude Durr, for Darby, said 
that while the offences were 
serious, none of the items 
stolen had great sentimental 
or financial value. 

He said Darby had suffered 
a serious head injury, and 
survived a resulting condition 
which normally kills two 
thirds of sufferers. He said 
Darby’s later illegal drug use 
may have, in some way, 
resulted from this injury 

Mr Durr said Darby was 
now anxious to get help for 
his drug problems and 
wanted to join an intensive 
three month course in prison, 
adding: “He expresses a wish 
to leave prison drug free, find 
accommodation and then find 
employment.” 

Noting Darby’s 28 previous 
court appearances, Judge 
John Holt said: “This offend¬ 
ing is all part of a pattern. It 
could well be that your injury 
then caused the change in 
your character that has 
caused this offending but we 
are now 10 years on and I 
must put protection of the 
public as my prime concern.”

Gash bonus goes back 
into business projects

SMARTER shop fronts and 
more support for people being 
made redundant are among the 
projects set to be funded from a 
£1.5m council cash boost to help 
the local economy through 
“difficult times”. 

Businesses across St Edmundsbury 
will benefit from more than £1.5 
million, which St Edmundsbury Bor¬ 
ough Council (SEBC) will use to fund 
various projects. 

The bulk of the money comes from 
the Government’s Local Authority 
Business Growth Incentive Scheme 
(LABGI), which rewards local auth¬ 
orities in accordance with the economic 
growth of their area by allowing them 
to retain revenue increases derived 
from business rates. 

St Edmundsbury has a strong econ¬ 
omic profile and has received £1,174,417 
in the past three years. 

The council also hopes to invest 
£445,000 from the sale of the Vision 
Centre in Bury St Edmunds in re¬ 
vitalising its employment units in 
Hollands Road, Haverhill. 

Projects whose benefits will be 
delivered borough-wide include a 
£100,000 bursary and training fund to 
unlock further funding for new 
business growth. 

A total of £70,000 will be spent on 
training initiatives to be delivered by 
Mid Anglian Enterprise Agency 
(Menta), which will address difficulties 
faced by businesses now and in the next 
six months, including advice for people 
made redundant or starting a new 
business. 

This will see a newly-equipped 
training room in the council’s Menta 
units in Hollands Park. 

A new business competition will be 
established with £61,000 to fund 
substantial discounts on new units in 
the incubation centre at Suffolk 
Business Park, in Bury St Edmunds, 
which is due to be completed in October 
2009. 

Town centres will also gain. In 
Haverhill, a scheme to help retailers 
improve their shop fronts will receive 
£25,000, which will be matched by 
Suffolk County Council. The work is 
part of a major facelift for the main 
shopping area which is currently under 
way 

Cllr Nigel Aitkens, borough council 
cabinet member for economy and asset 
management said: “St Edmundsbury is 
among a minority of councils in the 
country to re-invest this money in the 
way that it was actually intended - to 
improve the economic prosperity of 
our area. 

“Now that it is becoming more app¬ 
arent how businesses will be affected by 
the current economic conditions, we 
are allocating the funding to support as 
broad a range of enterprises as 
possible, to maintain a thriving and 
vibrant economy throughout these 
difficult times.”

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Kebab 
attacker 
gets jail 
warning 

A BUILDER suffered a fract¬ 
ured skull and a massive blood 
clot on his brain which needed 
five hours of emergency sur¬ 
gery after being attacked in the 
street, a court has heard. 

Daniel Batt, 27, appeared at Ipswich 
Crown Court charged with wounding 
with intent against Paul Fitch, but a 
jury found him not guilty of this charge 
after a three day trial. 

However, he was convicted of a less 
serious charge of causing grievous 
bodily harm to Mr Fitch, 40. 

Batt, of Chimney Street, Hundon, 
had his case adjourned for pre-sentence 
reports to be prepared and Judge John 
Holt warned him that all sentencing 
options were open, including prison. 

A second man has already admitted 
his part in the attack and is also 
awaiting sentence. 

The court heard that Mr Fitch was 
standing at a kebab van in Haverhill 
High Street on Saturday, July 21, last 
year when he became involved in an 
argument with Batt. Batt squared up to 
Mr Fitch and threw a punch which 
knocked him to the ground. 

While Mr Fitch was on the ground it 
was alleged that he had been kicked or 
his head stamped on by Batt’s co¬ 
defendant. Batt was cleared of kicking 
Mr Fitch in the head, but convicted of 
hitting him in the mouth and knocking 
him to the ground. 

The jury was told Mr Fitch had 
suffered a fractured skull and a blood 
clot measuring 2cm by 5cm on his brain 
and underwent five hours of surgery, as 
well as having to have 30 staples 
inserted in his head.

Accidents not all speed related 


Sir, Regarding the high visibility signs 
erected beside the A1307,1 am of the 
opinion that they will serve more purpose 
than a knee-jerk reaction appeal for speed 
cameras. 

It is said that speeding is involved in a third 
of ail accidents. This is not true. 

What the Government actually claims is that 
a third of accidents are speed related. This 
is not the same thing. For example, if a 
driver misjudges the speed of an 
approaching vehicle and pulls out in front of 
it, causing a collision, this is regarded as 
speed related, but might not involve anyone 
breaking the speed limit. 

The same thing applies if one car runs into 
the rear of another. If the second car had 
been going more slowly, the argument 
goes, the collision might not have occurred, 
so it counts as speed related. 

If a driver loses control on an icy road and 
crashes, it is counted as speed related, 
because he might not have lost control had 
he been going more slowly. 

If a motorcyclist skids on spilt diesel and 
comes off, for some reason it also counts as 
speed related. And so it goes on. 


As for excessive speed itself, this is said to 
be responsible for just 7.3 per cent of 
accidents, and that includes speed that was 
excessive for the prevailing conditions, but 
which might have been below the posted 
speed limit (Transport Research Laboratory 
report TRL323). 

From what I understand, even the police are 
saying that speed is not a factor. There 
appears to be no pattern to these accidents 
at all. One, I seem to remember, even 
involved a drunk lying down in the road in 
the early hours of the morning in the hope of 
stopping traffic and getting a lift home. 

What I would like to see is regular in-depth 
reports of the inquests into these deaths. 
Unfortunately, while I see pages devoted to 
the actual incidents, the inquests seem 
rarely to be reported. If members of the 
public are not fully informed of the result of 
these enquiries, it is unfair to expect them to 
form an opinion as to what should be done.

Grey room has helped 
improve student marks 


Sir, After reading the news article regarding 
Castle Manor Business and Enterprise 
College’s grey room (School’s ‘isolation 
room’ angers mum - Weekly News, 

October 16), I write to pledge my support to 
Castle Manor and to the work being done 
there. 

As a former student at the college and one 
who has sat in the grey room - or “students 
services” as it was formerly known -1 can 
say the room is not there to make a student 
suffer, or to take away their rights of 
education. It is there to make a student 
reflect on any bad behaviour and to ponder 
on the consequences of one’s actions. 

It is also there to promote the value of 
appearance and that students should stick 
to the strict guidelines of uniform, jewellery 
and personal appearance. The grey room 
merely acts as a solution to excluding 
students and allows the school to clamp 
down on bad behaviour. It is a punishment 
which a student will look at before possibly 
undertaking bad behaviour. 

In the olden days, this was corporal 
punishment, so students of the current era 
are getting off lightly being stuck in a grey 
room rather than being whipped round the 
knuckles. 

It is good teaching for later life and 
promotes discipline and value. No one 
wants to be in isolation, but if this is the way 
to teach good, proper manners and self- 
respect and self discipline then it makes it a 
good practice. 

Castle Manor is making sure that disruptive 
students are not harming the education of 
others. 


The parent in the article who argued that 
this was “inhumane” should ask 
themselves the question: “If children are 
being disrupted in their education, would 
they not want the offenders punished for 
restricting their own child’s learning.” 

The grey room looks a horrible place but 
this certainly will give students food for 
thought when misbehaving in class. 

When I was the misbehaving student, long 
ago, if I was placed in Student Services, I 
was there to be punished and to miss the 
luxury of not being with friends in class. I 
then remembered that I wouldn’t do that 
again. 

The facts are very clear. Since Madeline 
Vigar took over as headteacher at Castle 
Manor in 2003 and since the introduction of 
the grey room system, the national 
averages for English and maths at the 
college have improved. The GCSE A-C 
grades have improved and most 
importantly the Ofsted report was a 
triumphant document with some of the 
school’s standards marked excellent. 

Places that are inhumane are places that 
are there to hurt and to cause harm to 
someone’s life. The grey room is there to 
benefit the education of others but to assist 
in the learning of the offender. 

All in all, it is a proven and effective way of 
disciplining young people and well done to 
Castle Manor for what they are continuing 
to do.

Time to bag a bargain? 

In the midst of falling house prices, Samuel Cooke, Associate at Cheffins 
Estate Agents, tries to make sense of the numbers. 

"One cannot fail to realise that house prices across the country have fallen. What remains difficult to judge 
on a local level is by how much they have dropped already and whether or not they will continue to do so. 

But what can be said is that if you look carefully, there are some very appealing buys to be had, you just 
need do your research and know what you should be paying. 

Take the latest Halifax suggestion that nationally prices have dropped by 12.4% over the last year : Last 
week we agreed a sale on a good size two bedroom flat in need of a little TLC at £71,000, a year ago these 
were being offered around at over £100,000, giving a drop of nearer 30%. Similarly last week, a four 
bedroom house with double garage was agreed at £195,000, a good 20% or so down from where it might 
have been last year. Both of these examples and many more show that, even in a subdued market, a 
shrewd buyer can get even more of a deal than the house price indexes might suggest. 

On a buy-to-let basis, the very best return one might have hoped for last year was around 5-6%. Again 
using the example of the £71,000 flat, we actually had this very property securely tenanted last year at 
£495 per month, giving a gross yield of 8.4% at today's sale price. Add to that the fact that rental demand 
remains indefatigably high and the argument becomes stronger still. 

But where does that leave someone trying to sell and buy on? That really depends on what you're trying 
to achieve, but it could be argued that now is a far better time to be moving up the housing ladder than 
right at the peak. Taking a drop of 15%-20% on a three bedroom house previously worth £160,000 might 
represent as much as £32,000, but if you save the same percentage back on a four bedroom detached 
house that was worth £250,000 you could be looking at £50,000 and actually be £18,000 better off than you 
would have been if you did the same deal last year. 

Of course, it's easy to quote examples and much harder to make it work in real life. But at Cheffins we 
genuinely believe we've got a handle on this market and can get people moved in a way that still makes 
sense, despite all of what is going on. You may also be surprised to learn that some mortgage lenders are 
still crying out for business and that there are plenty willing to lend to the right people in the right 
circumstances. 


I suppose, what we are saying is that the headlines don't tell the whole story, that the national media can't 
begin to grasp what is happening on a local basis and that for honest, practical advice on how to make 
this market work, you need to talk to your friendly local estate agent. Cheffins have been selling in this 
area since 1825 and, whilst I couldn't personally attest for whether this downturn is as bad as the 
depression of the 1930s, this is far from the first slump this firm has worked through and we have the 
learned experience to know what it takes to keep selling in this market. 

I wouldn't expect a quick return to the housing market of the last 5 or 10 years, in which our houses have 
somehow managed to earn more than we have, but for those looking to buy a property to live in as a 
home and as a long term investment rather than short term cash cow, now could be as good a time as any. 


What we can't do is predict the future, but in this market everyone needs the benefit of proper advice 
based on experience of the past."

Torquey diesel gives C2 edge 



■ HOT BUT FRUGAI_the Citroen C2 1.6 HDi VTS delivers a large dose of fun. 


CITROEN knows a thing or 
two about diesels, as well as 
creating some fine hot 
hatches, so the arrival of 
the C2 VTS with HDi power 
should raise a smile or two. 

The 1.6-litre HDi puts out llObhp 
here, which is enough to power the 
C5 Tourer, so slotted into the 
comparatively featherweight C2 
shell promises fun and games. 
However, the trump card of the C2 
VTS HDi is the traditional diesel 
strong point: fuel economy, and 
plenty of it. The concept of a small 
hot hatch with a good turn of 
speed and the ability to rack up 
hundreds of miles on one tank has 
appeal. 

It looks just like the petrol C2 
VTS too, so that means a 
thoroughly modern shape that still 
looks fresh. The VTS model gains 
attractive alloy wheels and a subtle 
bodykit, enough to get you in the 
mood but not enough to get you on 
first name terms with the police. 
The C2 has a competition pedigree 
too, and any car that can cut it on a 
rally stage can just about handle 
the worst British B-roads. 

Turn the key and the unmis- 


nitiiai

takable sound of diesel greets you, 
but it’s far from intrusive. Slot 
first gear and the strong torque is 
there from the start; getting under 
way requires very little effort, and 
in town driving the C2 retains its 
supermini attributes. 

Get out of town and the C2 VTS 
continues to impress. Its size feels 
like an asset rather than a hin¬ 
drance, and its general wieldyness 
is all the encouragement a keen 
driver will need. 

There’s fun to be had through 
the bends too. The C2 VTS is more 
stiffly sprung than the standard 
car, but that helps you stay 
connected to the road, and the 
short-geared steering joins in with 
the fun. It’s robbed of a little feel 
due to its electric power 
assistance, but it is grippy, faithful 
and predictable, while the 
addition of ESP as standard helps 


ease any worries. 

The C2’s four-seat layout makes 
the most use of the available 
space. It also makes the small boot 
almost irrelevant - one or both 
rear seats fold to make more room. 

The dashboard is suitably jazzy, 
with funky digital instruments, 
dashes of colour on the seats and 
doors and metal adorning the 
pedals and gearlever. Front seat 
occupants can revel in the space, 
but your mates in the back might 
want to consider keeping journeys 
on the short side. No matter 


though, because the C2 can wiggle 
into those tight parking spaces. 

The C2 VTS HDi does without a 
screaming petrol engine and a 
crazy bodykit, but there should be 
reasons enough to consider it. 

Basically 

This is a modest performance car 
that offers a large dose of fun, but 
one that won’t break the bank to 
buy and won’t melt your plastic to 
run either. We could all do with a 
little parsimony, but why not have 
fun at the same time?

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Car colours can hit 
resale values hard 

AT a time like this, when money is 
tight, don’t follow fashion when it 
comes to choosing a used car. 

No-one knows just how long the 
credit crunch is going to last, or when 
the financial turmoil will bottom out, 
so it is not only important to choose a 
model that will still attract buyers in 
a couple of years’ time, but also one 
in the right colour 

Following the latest fashions when 
choosing a car colour could cost 
owners dearly, warns the valuation 
experts at leading UK vehicle data- 
check firm HPI. 

Although the fashion-conscious 
driver could be tempted by the latest 
in vogue exterior bodywork shades, 
this could impact the value of the 
vehicle when the time comes to sell it. 

To keep sellers in the pink, and to 
avoid leaving prospective buyers 
green around the gills, HPI offers 
some words of wisdom. 

“The main problem for buyers is 
choosing a colour that suits the car, as 
this can be a very important factor in 
deciding how much value it will 
retain,” explains Alan Senior, HPI’s 
used car valuations expert. 

“Silver has become a favourite 
choice over recent years, but this 
means it could be out of favour for 
those wanting something different. 
Too many of the same models in the 
same colour can lead to over¬ 
saturation in the market. 

“As with clothes, black is probably 
the safest option, as it always seems 
to find a buyer no matter what make 
or model. 

“The latest trend for white is, in 
many ways, similar to yellow or 
bright green - you either love or hate 
it - so take this into consideration. 
Some colours work well on sporty 
models, but are bad news on larger 
saloons or hatchbacks.” 

Here, Senior lists main car colours 
and their merits: 

■ Black - classic, timeless colour that 
suits all types of vehicle. 

■ Silvers - second only to black, but 
there are too many cars around in the 
market in this colour. Champagne is a 
good alternative on premium models. 

■ Blues - metallic is a must, with 
bright hues working well on 
sporty/ GTi models, but are not good 
news on MPVs, hatchbacks and 
saloons, where medium-to-dark 
shades work better Solid blues are 
okay on small hatches and sports 
models, but dark blue is a real no-no. 

■ Reds - Solid red is fine on small 
hatches and sports/GTi models, but 
go for metallics on saloons and MPVs. 

■ White - hailed as the new silver, but 
not nearly as universal. Suits sporty 
models and coupes, but has limited 
appeal on larger saloons and MPVs. 

■ Greens - go for brighter shades on 
small hatchbacks and sporty/GTi 
models, but steer clear on everything 
else. 

■ Yellows, purples and the rest - 

experiment at your own risk. Fine on 
small hatchbacks and sporty/GTi 
models, but hard to pull off on other 
models.

Seat aims upmarket as Exeo saloon is unveiled 


SEAT has released more 
details of the recently 
unveiled Exeo.
